Never dreamt that Ivan Ackery is a modest guy ... but he must be, 
Doesn't tell us a thing he's doing, and the only reason I have 
any information, is that Bob Eves passed Ivan's weekly letter on 
to me, Come on Ack ...

I see a full co-op page in the Vancouver Province, with 
most of the space devoted to PETE KELLY'S BLUES ... All the part- 
icipating merchants also carried displays in their windows, The 
local radio station C J O R really went overboard on this one ,..
